Thirty of 
the 41G acts known as general bills 
were validating in character, w'hile 
IO acts repealed previous laws; of 
these nine wiped out obsolete forestry 
laws. 
There wert' nine acts known 
as supplements to existing laws and 
eight which created or continued leg­ 
islative commissions.

acts which were approved, the gov­ 
ernor signed 328 bills, classified as 
appropriation measures, 
and 
vetoed 
143 making a grand total of 877 bills 
passed finally by the Legislature and 
sent the governor.
